Free At Health 
Fair Oct. 6-8 


Methodist Hosp i t a 1 of 
Southern Calirornla will con¬ 
duct Hemoccult Screenlig 
Tests for colo-rectal cancer 
during the Health Fair to be 
held at Santa Anita Fashion 
Park on October 6 - 8. Hem¬ 
occult screening will be done 
Saturday and Sunday at the 
Fair. This test has been of¬ 
fered at Methodist Hospital 
Tjnd has been proven to be a 
successful tool in the early 
detotcion of not only colo¬ 
rectal cancer, but other dis¬ 
orders as well. 

Richard A. Hachten, vice 
president for Administration 
at Methodist Hospital, re¬ 
ported that one case of early 
colo-rectal cancer was dis- 
covened as a result of the 
.screening In 1976. All results 
are not in as yet for the 
screening held on April 15 
of this year, but several 
medical conditions have been 
diagnosed and treated in 
their earliest stages. Mr. 
Hachten also stated that be¬ 
cause the heavy rain pre¬ 
vented many people from 
taking part In the screening 
program, Methodist Hospital 
wanted to again provide the 
opportunity to those who 
were unable to attend. 

The screenings will take 
place in the Community 
Room of Republic Federal 
Savings, on the lower level, 
near J. C. Penney’s, at the 
following times: Saturday: 
11 a.m., 1, 3 and 5 p.m.: 
Simday, 1, 2, 3 and 4 p.m. 
The Hemoccult kit is a sim¬ 
ple test, done at home. Par¬ 
ticipants mail the Hemoccult 
test kit back to Methodist 
Hospital where it is read, 
and the results are sent to 
the participant, and his or 
her physician, if so desired. 

Persons over 40 years of 
age are urged to avail them- 
se\’eles of this test, and 
those who participated in’ it 
screening in 1976 should re¬ 
peat the test. It would provf' 
no particular purpose for 
those who took the test in 
April to repeat it* again so 
soon.

If you’re: having a little trouble fliese days getting 
through to your kids when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they know a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you au expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana: 

_, Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s iicense in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence" 


if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe,” Research is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individual* 
Ihere is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
“good” or “bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience caa 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term heavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician's prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

Furthermore, they are igix)- 
rlng the productive labor of 
women for their families 
whether on the farm or at 
Iheir husband’s side In a 
business. Women have al¬ 
ways contributed productive 
work towards the family’s 
suppoi't in most American 
households. Nowadays they 
have simply moved into the 
labor market. 

Most social plan'ners still 
do not perceive the diversity 
of tire family .stmeture to¬ 
day. Many single parents 
are trying to support their 
children emotionally and 
economically, despite the 
break-ups of nuclear fami¬ 
lies. Today 10% milli o n 
children live with their di¬ 
vorced mothers, an increase 
of 83.4 per ccint between 
1970 and 1977. Another mil¬ 
lion children are .suppe-rted 
by a w'dow. Another million 
live with a never-married 
mother. And almost a mil¬ 
lion more children live with 
a widowed or divo reed 
father. 

In families where both 
parents are prc.sent, working 
wives .now contribute nearly 
one-third of the family in¬ 
come. Tile fact is, most 
families need more than one 
wage earner to survive. 

The myth or the econo¬ 
mically secure, two-pareni 
family, supported by a male, 
needs to be laid to rest. In¬ 
stead of perceiving job se¬ 
curity as a need reserved 
for men, social planner 
should assess the realistic 
need of other members of 
the family for employme^’t.
